Forecast Little Change in 
Farm Outlook Next Year 


WASHINGTON" <.?!—The agriculture department, in th« first of a 


series of economic outlook reports for 1955. predicts that the year will 
be pretty much of a match of this year, business-wise. 


"Current expectations are," the 


agency said, "that 
consumers' 


spendable income next year will 
be relatively close to that of 1954." 


The department annually makes 


forecasts for the year ahead for 
use of farmers and of its own 
officials in mapping faim produc- 
tion programs for the coming sea- 
son. 


The agency expert.* the general 


level of farm product prices to 
change little from this year. Cur- 
rently, farm prices are 246 per 
cent of the 1910-14 average corn- 
oared with 257 per cent a year 
ago and the record high of 313 
in February 1951. 


In its outlook reports, the de- 


partment says price* of beef cat- 
U« and dairy products are not ex- 


pected to be sharply different from 
this year, but that hog pnces may 
be lower. Hog production has been 
increasing rather sharply. 


The agency says corn prices 


may average a little higher next 
year, due to this year's smaller 
crop. But it expert* pnces of soy- 
bean* to average lower next year. 
reflecting this year's record pro- 
duction. 


Largely because of a heavy ex- 


pansion in output, the department 
says it expects egg prices to con- 
tinue at relatively low levels until 
midsummer next year. 


Some reduction in production of 


turkeys—and increased 
prices-— 


foreseen for *e next yew.

The tiny girls were born Friday 


night to Mr. and Mrs. Wilfred J. 
Andrews. Joined by a bony con- 
nection at the tops of their heads, 
the babies were reported "doing 
splendidly" in St. Anne's Hospital. 


Doctors planned to transfer the 


twins to the University of Illinois 
Research Hospital Tuesday. There 
a careful study will be made to 
determine surgical nsks of a sepa- 
ration operation, 


It was at Illinois Research that 


j the famed Brodie twins, also joined 


J at the tops of their heads, were 
1 sepaiated in a delicate operation 


j in 1952. The sharing of vital tissue 
by the Brodie youngster.* proved 
tragic for on* r>f them. Roger Lef, 
who died 34 days after the separa- 
tion. 


It was noted by doctors that the 


heads of the Andrews twins appear 
to be rounding to a greater extent 
than did those of the Brodie babies, 
indicating more extensive individ- 
ual skull surface and possible less 
common vital tissue than the boys 
shared.

William Henry Starr, speaking 


for the pair, told 'correspondents 
they defected because Uiey "dis 
agreed with the ruling clique in 
the United States" and its policy. 


Starr said the brothers had been 


working in the electrical equip- 
ment field, had been in Europe 
about two years and had spent the 
last year in WeSt Berlin.

William Starr told the news con- 


ference reports in the West Berlin 
press that he and his brother had 
been kidnaped were "all false."

the route French defense secrets 
traveled to the Communists is 
coming to light as a result of the 
arrest of Red journalist Andre 
Baranes. 


Nabbed in eastern France Sat- j 


Urday as he tried to flee on a 
woman's red bicycle to Switzer- 
land, Bsrsn?.* was fh^rgpd for- 
mally Sunday with endangering the 
security of the state. 


Police sources said the journal- 


ist had confessed to being the chief 
middleman in the transmission to 
the Communists of secret informa- 
tion on meetings of the National i 
Defense Council. 


Though the leaks began during 


the government of former Premier 
Joseph Laniel. the furor has posed 
grave new problems for Premier 
Pierre Mendes-France. 


Tvvo high employes of the De- 


fense Ministry, Rene Turpin and 
Roger Labrusse. were arrested 
Friday on charges of giving se- 
cret information to nonqaulified 
persons. The ministry's secretary 
general, Jean Mons. was suspend- 
ed—but not jailed—on suspicion of 
endangering 
the 
state security 


through negligence. 


Turpin was chief of Mons' per- 


sonal secretariat and Labrusse was 
in charge of "national protection" 
at the ministry. 


The police informants said Bar- 


anes, during 15 hours of uninter- 
rupted questioning by four French 
counterespionage agents, gave thi« 
account : 


Labrusse dictated the secret in- 


formation directly to him, or some- 
times passed it by intermediaries 
who have not been identified. 


Baranes never met Turpin and 


had no contact with him. Police 
said Turpin had admitted being the 
original source of the leaks but 
claimed he had no direct connec- 
tion with Baranes. 


Baranes relayed the secrets to 


the French Communist party com- 
mand.

The hospitals' rise in expens< ; has several basic causes, 


with the most important of all being: snowballing; costs of 
labor. Due to newer medical methods which call for inten- 
sive care, thev have needed additional workers. And to meet 
competition from industry, they have had to keep raising 
pay scales in order to hold onto their personnel.

Some are trying: to offset the rise by using \ arious cost- i 


cuttins: moves which have worked for private industry, such ] 
as better communications systems. There seems to he gen-j 
eral agreement, however, that adequate general hospital j 
plants cannot be run on assembly-line methods. And the 
savings, at most, have been minor.

The rise in cost to Hie public has so far been largely 


obscured by the growth of prepaid insurance plans. But as 
hospital fees get steadily larger, so will the size of the pre- 
miums. Tt is alread}' happening now. A Blue Cross official 
from Michigan recently told the American Hospital Associa- 
tion that the cost of prepaid hospital care is presently out of 
the reach of one out of every four families. 


The problem is bound to get worse. 
As our national" 


population shows a greater proportion of old folk (a very 
definite trend), demands fr additional hospital care will con- 
tinue to show an increase- And most of the nation's hos- 
pital men predict that the upswing in costs will be with us 
for many years. 


Somehow the trend must be stopped. 
Some suggest 


that the government do it by stepping up federal grants so 
that losses of all general hospital plants will be automatically 
covered. 
Others strongly oppose this, claiming it surely 


would lead us to the evils of socialization. 


Whatever the final answers, they cannot be long de- 


layed. We have forced our nation's medical plant to plead 
for funds like a beggar for far too many years. Permitting 
this to continue clearly would be a mistake.

With New Pact 
For W. Europe 


WASHINGTON (.W—Secretary of 


State Dulles, returning: from Lon- 
don in an evidently jubilant mood, 
said today the agreements reached 
there give the Atlantic community 
a "hard core of European unity." 


Dulles said in a statement on 


his arrival at the airport, "The 
United States will, I hope, coop- 
erate with the result, because to 
do so will be very much in our 
national interest." 


Dulles said the agreement under 


which Western Germany will re- 
arm as a member of the North At- 
lantic Treaty organization means 
that the federal republic's soverign- 
ty will be restored, "and begin- 
ning today the Allied high commis- 
sioners will forego the exercise of 
most of their occupation 
rights." 


Dulles stepped out of his plane 


smiling broadly. Undersecretary of 
State Walter Bedell Smith congrat- 
ulated him. 


Second to greet the secretary 


was Herbert Hoover, Jr., who suc- 
ceeds Smith today as undersecre- 
tary. 


Dulles said in his statement, 


"The London conference produced 
solid results. It worked out a sys- 
tem, in place of the European De- 
fense Community, which can pre- 
serve and strengthen the Atlantic 
Community by giving it a hard 
core of European unity." la this 
way, he said, the new plan for 
West Germany to join its neigh- 
bors in a European pact and the 
broader community of North At- 
lantic Treaty powers, "salvages 
many of the features of the EDC 
plan."

Dangles From 
Airliner at 
13,000 Feet 


SOUTH BEN'D, Ind. (*>— An In- 


fantry reserve officer, who was 
blown half way out an airliner s 
emergency hatch and lived to tell 
it, prepared to resume his trip to 
Ft. Monmouth, N. J., today—by 
plane. 


"But I won't sit beside a hatch," 


said Lit. Col. James Greenway, 48, 
of Seattle, who awoke from a 
snooze Saturday to find himself 
dangling as far outside a DC6 as 
the loosened safety belt, which 
caught at his knees, would let him. 


"I thought 'this is it,' " he told 


a reporter in Memorial Hospital at 
South. Bend, where he was taken 
for observation after the T'm'ed 
Air Lanes craft made an emergen: 
cy landing. 


Passengers Sa\e Him 


Fellow passengers grabbed a leg 


and an arm and pulled him back 
into the ship. He said his wallet 
containing a "nominal sum" of 
money, pen and pencil, personal 
papers and wrist watch, were 
blown away. His jacket was toni 
to shreds. 


The airliner, canying 66 passen- 


gers and a crew of four, was New 
York-bound and had left Chicago 
for Cleveland around noon Satur- 
day. It was cruising 300 m.p h. at 
13.000 feet, when the escape hatch 
cover beside Col. Greenway's seat 
flew off and the colonel nearly 
followed it. 


Takes Nap 


He said he dozed off almost as 


soon as the plane left Chicago and 
had loosened the safety belt with 
the intention of unbuckling it when 
the plane's warning light went out. 
But by that time he was already 
asleep and the belt was still 
buckled.

McCarthy's Defense Line 
Is Bared on Quiz Program 
Tight on Communism,' 
Will Be Cornerstone 


WASHINGTON (jft—Sen. McCar- 


thy seemed certain today to put 
stress on his "fight against iom- 
munism" as a cornerstone of his 
Senate defense against a move to 
censure him for his conduct. 


The Wisconsin Republican hit on 


this theme time and again during 
a radio-TV interview Sunday night 


his first personal leply since a 


special Senate committee a week 
ago recommended his censure. 


And he said the Senate which 


meets Nov. 8 to take up the issue, 
"definitely" won't vote for cen- 
sure if it considers the facts and 
the setting of dangerous prece- 
dent." But the vote will go against 
him, he said, if senators base their 
judgment on politics. 


McCarthy also listed Pi esurient 


Eisenhower and the Democratic 
National Committee as vote-swing- 
ing factors, without saying what 
he thought either uould do foi or 
against him 


He said Sen Klandeis (R-Vt 1. 


who introduced the censure resolu- 
tion against him. had "biagged" 
of receiving a letter from Eisen- 
hower congratulating the Veimont 
senator for his initial attack on 
McCarthy 


"I don't think Eisenhower would 


send a letter of commendation," 
McCarthy said. "If that's true, that 
would certainly swing some votes 
against me " 


Flanders, at Pebble Beach. Calif 


said Sunday night he had "received 
a brief note of approval" 
from 


Eisenhower last March. 


While the controversial Wiscon- 


sin senator was facing a battery 
of questioners on the censure is- 
sue, 
the Chicago Tribune pub- 


lished a report that another of 
his coprmcipals in the McCarthy- 
Army case was about to leave the 
Senate Investigations subcommit- 
tee McCarthy heads.
